Consititutional Convention in IOO 
years, Tuesday night postponed a 
new constitution in I exas for many 
years by failing to vote out the 
proposed document they have spent 
some $4 million on since January 8. 
The final vote fell three short of 
the 121 needed to send the document 
to the public. Some who voted 
against the document did so for 
reasons of special interest, some for 
political reasons and some for the 
fact they did not see the proposed 
constitution being good for the state 
as a whole. 
. 
Wednesday morning, in a special 
telephone interview Rep. John H. 


Poerner of Hondo gave the Anvil 
Herald this account of his personal 
action: 
"Optimism 
was 
prevalent 
on 
January 8, 1974, and remained a 
guiding 
force 
throughout 
the 
Convention until each article had 
been fully debated and passed by a 
majority vote on the floor of the 
Convention. 
"This 
concluding 
floor 
action 
transpired on July 9, 1974. and the 
only 
remaining 
action 
by 
the 
Convention 
was 
to 
pass 
the 
composite document by a two-thirds 
majority vote of the membership 
(121 positive votes). 
"I for one did not thick we had a 


problem. I believe in the democratic 
process of free and open debate, 
offering the various amendments 
and when it is all over recognizing 
the parties on the winning side and 
conceding victory to their cause. 
Consequently, I expect the same 
from my colleagues when I have won 
the debate for my particular issue 
and to receive their congratulatory 
statem ents which is always followed 
by their affirmative vote. 
Reason For Vote 
"I voted for resolution No. I which 
included all the items debated on the 
floor of the Convention. 
"I generally voted against all 
other resolutions introduced by the 


Submissions and I ransition C om­ 
mittee since they removed some of 
the most critical issues from the 
document. 
"I am of the opinion that the 
majority of my constituents would 
not vote to spend an additional SI 
million to submit a document to the 
people that is doomed to failure^

As long as Public Service is willing 
to serve the cities, Medina Electric 
can not step in.

Public Service, even under their 
new, higher rate. 
Power 
would 
have 
to 
be 
purchased by Medina Electric from 
Central

resold to the cities. 
Gross did reaffirm, however, that 
Medina 
Electric 
was capable of 
handling the load of power, as well 
as expansion of service with the 
growth of its present customers. 
"There’s just not going to be any 
more cheap power," Gross summed 
it up.

You can bet your last irrigation 
well that Medina County farmers 
and ranchers wouldn t go for the 
agricultural system in the Soviet 
Union. 
In fact, since they have grown up 
under 
our 
system, 
they 
would 
probably 
spit 
in 
someone’s 
eye 
should 
he suggest 
farming 
and 
ranching like the Soviets do. 
There are two types of farms or 
specialized 
and 
this 
holds 
true 
expecially 
in 
trying to separate 
ranching from farming. 
Collective farms usually are large 
in acreage requiring many workers. 
Farm workers elect their director 
and others who help him run the 
farm.

But in these farms, the Kremlin 
has allowed a bit of captalism to 
creep in. The state sets a quota on 
The 
farm 
is 
managed 
by 
a 
director named by the state and all 


the crops that are harvested are 
also owned and sold by the state. 
The state also pays the expenses on 
the farm. 
. 
Under the present system, these 
farms, as well aa the collective 
farms, usually concentrate on one 
product; 
wheat, 
corn, 
potatoes, 
cabbage, cattle, etc. At one time 
they produced several products on 
one 
farm, 
but 
now 
they 
have 
ranches in the Soviet U nion-state 
farms or collective farms. 
On a state farm, which is usually 
smaller in size than a collective 
farm, 
all 
workers 
are 
paid 
a 
guaranteed 
salary. 
Since 
the 
average salary in the entire Soviet 
Union is approximately 160 rubles 
per m onth'about $200) the farm 
workers do not make much money. 
However, they do have some fringe 
benefits which will be explained 
later in this story.

An attic room on the top 
flo o r of an older part of 
the hotel,

gabled roof with 4 by 6 
exposed beams adding a 
quaintness to a spacious 
and well decorated area. 


yard 
in 
one 
corner 
of 
which 
were 
placed 
two 
lamps with large, clear, 
circular 
globes. 
Between 
the lamps was a plaque 
which noted that a certain 
brick in the wall had been 
given the hotel by Howard 
johnson of American hotel 
and motel fame and came 
from 
a 
hotel 
in 
“ New 
Amsterdam “. The Pulitzer 
w'as 
once 
a 
Howard 
Johnson 
property, 
built 
originally from a series of 
old warehouses. 


At 
the 
back 
of

courtyard was an ancient 
church. 


Zurich's Central 
Hotel 
faced the Lemmit

From our balcony, ad­ 
mittedly a tiny one, but 
still a balcony, we had a 
breathtaking view of the 
city as it curved around 
the lower end of the lake,

The highest peak in 
the area, Mt. Pilatus, rose 
majestically over the other

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Our room at the Hotel 
National was spacious, but 
then we saw the bathroom. 
It was something else and 
even included a foot bath­ 
er as some insisted 
“a

Moscow’s Intourist Ho­ 
tel 
was 
one 
of 
the 
west were concerned. Al­ 
though in the distance we 
could see part of the city, 
our 7th floor room actually 
provided us with only a

Not bad, but not 
good either. 


The hotel was built in 
1972 and from the outside 
posed a strikingly impres­ 
sive picture of a modern 
hotel. Inside it was very 
elaborate 
in 
lobby 
and 
restaurant space, with a 
restaurant being

on several floors, but the 
rooms were rather stingy 
in space. Reminded us of 
some of the smaller motels 
we have slept in here at 
home. 


J]IPENING 


An 
overnight ride 
to 
Leningrad by train and we 
were 
housed 
in 
the 
Leningrad Hotel, another 
new. modern-looking hotel 
catering 
to 
tourists. 
A 
much better hotel than the 
Intourist. Again our win­ 
dow gave us an exhilirat- 
ing picture, this time of 
the 
Neva River 
flowing 
past our hotel and bending 
by 
the 
Hermitage, 
the 
Winter Palace and other 
important points of inter­ 
est in this historically old 
city. 
Right below us was the 
naval ship Aurora which is 
permanently berthed there 
to provide training for the 
naval cadets living across 
the river from the hotel. 


Lady luck continued on 
our side in Kiev. We had a 
room on the 10th 
floor 
t hat 
overlooked 
the 
square, down the hill and 
over 
the 
trees 
to 
the 
Dnieper 
River 
in 
the 
distance and another part 
of the city across the river. 
The river could be seen 
winding into the distance, 
with 
foot 
and 
vehicle 
bridges crossing here and 
there. 


In this room,.we had the 
first television set we had 
seen 
since 
leaving 
the 
United States, but some­ 
how we forgot to turn it 
on. But looking back. I am 
doubtful 
that 
we 
could 
have understood the pro­ 
grams since we 
learned 
only about four words of 
Russian while over there. 
That was “good morning,’ 
“good night," “goodbye." 
“thank you." and “ no." 


Before leaving the Sovi­ 
et Union let me say they 
have a different system of 
room 
control 
than 
any­ 
where 
else 
we 
stayed. 
Each floor has a caretaker, 
usually 
a 
woman, 
who 
keeps your room key for 
you 
and 
directs 
the 


cleaning of the rooms on 
that floor. You do 
not 
have to worry about the 
desk, just 
deposit your 
key with the woman on 
the floor. 


And one thing I must 
attempt to describe about 
Russian bathrooms before 
we leave the Soviet Union 
is the toilet paper. You 
can’t call it tissue because 
tissue it is not. It could 
never threaten the stand­ 
ing of Charmin or Aurora. 
In fact, some corncobs in 
long ago East Texas were 
downy soft in comparison. 
Rough and scratchy the 
paper certainly made one 
think twice before deciding 
he had to go. And in a 
multi-million dollar hotel it 
was hung on a five and 
ten cent roller: to match 
the cost of the paper I 
presume. 


On to W est Berlin and 
our Kempinski Hotel win­ 
dow showed us history in 
a graphic manner. The old 
Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
Church, 
which once dominated the 
city 
in 
all 
its 
ancient 
glory, stands battered and 
charred in the middle of 
the 
modern 
portion 
of 
West 
Berlin 
to 
remind 
everyone of the horrors of 
war. 
It 
was 
bombed 
during World War II by 
American B-17’s and Bri­ 
tish Lancaster’s. 


We could also see many 
of the modern buildings of 
the city and an elevated 
railroad, 
and 
the clock, 
which had been repaired 
on the old church gave us 
the correct time. 
Like all the European 
and 
Russian 
bathrooms 
this one had a shower with 
a flexible hose and a fancy 
handle. You can move it 
all 
over 
the 
place 
and 
direct the water anywhere 
you want it. I have never 
seen one in the USA. 
At 
night 
the 
maid 
comes in and turns down 
your 
covers 
and 
then 
places a towel at the side 
of the bed to prevent your 
feet from hitting the cold 
floor. 


Madrid proved roman­ 
tic, but the Palacio del 
Luz Hotel broke the chain 
of 
beautiful 
views, 
al­ 
though the courtyard we 
could see was picturesque 
enough, had it not been 
bare except for the window 
flower 
boxes 
on 
the 
apartm ent windows behind 
the hotel. 
And here we 
went back to the overhead 
shower-minus the flexible 
hose. 
So looking back to 20 
thrilling 
and 
adventure­ 
some days, Patricia and I 
thank our luck 
for our 
room assignments, for the 
beautiful views they pro­ 
vided us of the cities in 
which we stayed added a 
visible and tangible differ­ 
ence to our trip.

species of eucalyptus trees 
grow 
there, 
so 
the 
sole 
food 
of 
the 
koala 
is 
eucalyptus 
leaves. 
From 
them he gets all the water 
he 
needs, 
so he 
never 
needs a drink. 
Specialized 
needs 
have 
shaped the head and beak 
of the woodcock, a little 
snipe-like bird that feeds 
on earthworms. He has a 
long, 
slender 
bill 
that 
allows him 
to reach 
far 
down into the barrow of 
the earthworm - but this 
has 
its 
disadvantages. 
When his bill is buried in 
the earth he is vulnerable 
to attack from above. To 
counteract this danger he 
has eyes set near the top 
of his head. This lets him 
scan the trees for danger 
even while he probes in 
the earth for his breakfast. 
All this makes him very 
efficient, but 
rather 
odd 
looking.

The jacana is a bird ot 
the tropics that is some­ 
times 
found 
in 
the 
Rio 
Grande 
Valley. 
He 
has 
long, extremely thin legs 


and toes. This lets him run 
across lily pads, chasing 
insects, 
without 
sinking 
into the water. 
His beak is nothing to 
shout about in the matter 
of defense, and the thin 
weak feet are something 
less than 
dangerous, 
lo 
defend himself he carries a 
switchblade 
Right at the 
bend of his wings he has a 
sharp spur that he can flip 
out and rip his enemy to 
shreds. 
The sea anemone is an 
animal 
of 
the 
sea 
that 
looks 
like 
a 
beautiful 
flower. 
It 
cannot 
move 
around, 
yet 
it 
feeds 
on 
swift, darting little 
fish. 
When a little fish swims 
close enough, a tiny thread 
shoots out of the end ot 
the beautiful tentacle that 
looks like a flower petal. 
This 
little 
thread 
pene­ 
trates the body of the fish 
and explodes a paralyzing 
poison. The 
thread 
then 
retracts and draws the fish 
down 
into 
the 
digestive 
system of the anemone. 
The two-headed skink is 
a little lizard that really 
doesn’t have two 
heads. 
His tail just looks more 
like a head than his head 
does. 
A 
hawk, 
swooping 
down to catch this little 
fellow, 
makes 
allowance 
for 
movement 
in 
the 
direction of what appears 
to be a lifted head. 
I he 
bird usually comes up with 
empty talons. 
The lizard 
scampered 
oft 
in 
the 
direction the real head was 
pointing. 
Nature is a 
wonderful 
thing. The next time you
